with fellow-mortals, aro said to be at times 
interchanged, , But inte tho Homes of 
these samo buttoned Borcnities, wa do not 
henr that any Minister, or other foveignur 
whatsocvor, at all penetrates. At atho 
points of contact, our knowledge of ‘the 
Chinese ia equally deficiont. We ‘know’ 
a merchant with whom wo hnve had deal. 
anga, a Titerary man who ros for Boing years 
acted as our teacher, an wnlerprieing con- 
tractor who‘has put up for we many boild- 
ings, and also numbers of other individuals, 
with whom wo have had more or less in- 
tercourae. All of these persons ary known 
to us, so far us they are known as all, in 
their public, business, or ‘saciul relations, 
but of their domestic life we know little o¢ 
nothing. In short, cor knowledge cf the 
Chinese tarna ont upon’ examination, to ba 
like our knuwledge of the moun, a know- 
1. dye, and often a vory superficial ony, of 
ono side only, Wo should tike to go be- 
hind and eco the other side ate, but should 
wo by chanco be enabled to do so, we aro 
genorally disappointed in finding that to us 
that side is entirely dork. It is trua that 
obstacles to a real knowledge of the Chinese 
as they are, everywhere exist, but auch 
obstacles aré much fewer and much Jess 
serious in the country than in the city. 
Ohinese country people. aro comparatively 
unsophisticated, and easier uf scceas than 
city folla, leas suspicivus,. and lesa. andor 
the tyranny of » public opinion which in 
cities is almost cottcin to bo unfevour- 
able to contact with the dreaded foreigner, 
except such contact as may be necessary. 
in order to pump from him tho te. 
quisite monthly supplies of cash, Chinces 
cities, like citiea in other parts of the 
world, ato artificinl, when contrnstort. with 
the simplicity. of rural life. A large pre- 
portion of the population of the largest 
Chinese cities, aa for uxamplo Peking, is 
composed of persuna whose real homes are 
in diatint villagos, and often in remote pro- 
vinees, and who serve 26 omployoes, work 
at trades, act ag porters, barrowmen, water- 
cartiera, or ara pethapa in business.on their 
own aceount. In Western lands, auch por- 
sons would by considered as a part of tho 
population of tha city where they apend 
their timo, and whore they carn their living. 
but in China it is quite otherwise, Evon,if 
the non-resident returng to his hou at 
once in five or seven years, as is frequently 
the caso with the voluntary exiles from 
Shanai, he is never for y moment regarded 
by himsolf or by othora, as belonging any- 
where but to his native place Hie fanily 
remaina to his native village, which! is his 
‘home’, slthough he may never rotarn te it 
atall. Chinese emigration to foreign lands, 
an is now well known, is not properly emi- 
gration at all, but merely a protracted 
absence from home, to make money which 
is to be taken home and expended there. 
Genuine emigration of large bodics of 
} Chinese—trom-—one- district -to- another 
has often taken place in China, aa the 
result of the dovastationa of war; but 
it way be doubted whether these emi- 
grations are not as a rola compulsory. 
‘The old home,' they aay,’ ‘is hard to leave’, 
a preposition to which tho restless Ans, 2- 
Ssxon finds it hard to givo his assent, even 
af he ean comprehend it, But to tho Ohi- 
nese few dilficulties are more real, ‘or 
jess likely to be overcome, It is an 


I now sond several chapters, all bearing 
on Village Life, bat all of them morely in- 
troductory to the examination of the inner 
and real lifo, which can only be underatond 
by comprehending its. conditions, There 
are two principal topica, which must be de- 
veloped at considerable length, in order to 
aclear presentation of thom, firet the sys- 
tem of schools, and the process by which 
the village school-boy develops into the vil- 
loge graduate, and becumes eno of the 
‘fitersti' and of tho ‘gentry.’ These 
chapters are already completed, and I 
should be glad to send them to you for 
your examination, with the hope that you 
might think the matter of sufficient import- 
ance tu be treated thus fully, even though 
the completeness of each chapter in itself, 
cannot be maintained. The other matter is 
of even more consequence, viz. the examin- 
ation of the local government, as ombodied 
in the District Magistrate's Yaroun, and tho 
tanner in which the ordinary admninistra- 
tion of tho laws, affacts the Chinese at 
home. So far as 1 know, this, which is the 
‘mest intoresting part of Chinese life, is the 
least knowa, andao far as regards published 
works, it iavirgin soil—isitmot?. . . 
China is so mighty a country, ond it ap 
pears 80 presumptuaua to speak of it as o 
whole, that I should be glad if you would 
insert atthe very beginning of these arti- 
clos, tha following note: § These articles on 
Village Life in China, ara intonded to apply 
to tha northern provinces of the Empire 
only, although many of the facts stated, are 
doubticss equally applicable to other parts 
of China.’ Thia will provent me from car- 
rying the appearance of generalizations, 
which I much dislike, and for which I have 
not the requisite experience.” 

CHAPTER I. 
KNOWLEDUE OF CHINESE Ure. 

The contrast between the degree of 
knowledge of China possessed by foreigners 
in the lust quarter of the nineteenth con- 
tury, "and the knowledge which was avail- 
ablo during the first balf of the century, is 
very marked. - Each’ of the various. ware 
with China bas been followed by.a shower 
of books and booklets on that country, and 
since 1860 not a year has passed in which 
two ot threa volumes: about China bave not 
been issued in English. These works ranga 


irom the light and: chatty books of. travel, 
to the more elaborate and encyclopedic 
coinpendiuns, like the ‘Middle Kingdom.’ 
The result of the Jabora of so many authora, 
writing in all the leading modern lungueges, 
has been a very’ great accession to our 
knowladgo of China. Wa have been en- 
- Byhtened as to its language, its literature, 
its laws, its government, its customs, and 
as to the physical chatacteristicé of the Em- 
pire, which has been bored through from 
side to side aad from ud tw ond, by foreign 
officials, merchant travellers, atinerant 
seientista, and by au incensant stroam of 
muasionsries.  Nooks and cornéra ‘of the 
eighteen provinces, aa well as-of the re- 
ions beyvad the Great Wall hitherto ua- 
icmu, have been. visited and ‘described, 
“wniil wo seem at feugth to be on the verge 
of knowing all about China. -. But in 
whatever other direction our observations 
have been carried, wa know a1 yet, com- 
tively little about ‘the Homes and the 
Pome life of the Chinese. -Fersign Minis- 
ars at the capital do indesd meet upon 
equal’ teras the President. vf. tho Biz 
Fivards, and yrembere of the Eaner. Council, 


outcome of thia instinctive dislike toa 
change of residence, that when a Chi- 
nese family has actually altered its abode, 
its mombers continue to speak of them- 
selves and to be apoben of oa belonging to 
the place which they haveleft, and not to that 
to which they have come. In a case of this 
aurt, the writer asked a city man about bis 
antecedents, and was told that bis home”. 
was in a certain villaga many miles away, 
On further inquiry it appenred that both 
the mon ond his father bud been born in 
tho city. ‘ How long ogo,’ he was asked, 
‘sinco your family came from the village 
which you call your home"} * Nineteen 
generations,’ he replied simply.‘ Bub as it 
hoa now been some’ 600 or 610 years since 
your removal, do you not almost bogin to 
consider yourself a resident of the city, and 
not of the village!’ he waa asked. ‘Why 
no,’ waa the answer; ‘the old root was ia 
the villago’! Tt mast be evident that upon 
these terme, the perpetuity of villago life. 
in China, is unapproached by anything 
without Occidontal experience. 


CHAPTER IL 
THE SITVATION O¥ VILLAGES. - 

Tt has often been remarked of Oriental 
cities, that their situation seema to have 
been determined either by accident, or by 
& regard to geomantic considerations, to- 
tally ot variance with occidental idoas of 
common sense. Many largo and important 
Chinese cities are pliced in damp and un- 
wholesome situations, when the conforma- 
tion of tho ground was euch as to have 
oltered a site both bigh and dry. Itiaa 
very common circumstance to find thai Chi- 
wse cities Lavo becn moved from ane site 
<o another, but perhaps no one ever 
heard of an instance in which such a re- 
inoval Was duu ts a desire te secure better 
rainago, or more healthfal conditiuns gen- 
erally. To all minor considerations of this 
sort, the Chinese appear to have always 
been profoundly indifferent, howover much 
streas they may lay upon the eupposed in- 
flucuces of feng-shui. If thia is truc of 
Chinese cities, it is much more so in the 
case of villages, which are simply aygreza- 
tivns of dwellings, dating, noone knowsfrom 
what time, and originally built no one 
knows by whom. Whatever may be the 
population of the great cities of Obins, tho 
great bulk of the people of thia great Em- 
pire ia to ba found in the country villazes, 
with which the whole land is filled. The 
density of these villages varies Breatly in 
different provinces ang in different parts 
of the same provinces. In the por- 
tions cf the Jand? which wore over- 
tun by ‘the devastating Tani. Ping 
rebollion, the number of villages naw 
to bo seen is but a minute fraction of what it 
onca was. In soma regions, ag in large 
parta of the province of Shenai, and in somo 
of the central provinces, the villages seer 
to have been entirely destroyed, and nothiig 
left but the walled cities, or rather euch of 
them as were furiunata enough to eseipe 
capturo. Whore the soil is poor, aud incap- 
abla of supportitig » largo population, the 
villages are relatively sparse, but tha mom- 
ant ‘the quality of the land improves, an 
increasy of the number and size of the villages 
is. to be noted, Ju some districts, though 
tue soil ja comparatively fertile, yet the 
number and size of the villages appear to 
be out of all proportion to the capacity 
.of tha land ta produce, Such is the im- 
pression produced by the central valleys in 
the province of Shansi, whore the ‘villages 
seem tobe small cites, and so great is the 
number of them, thet ong wonders how the 
people can possibly subsist from the soil. 
But the men of Shansi aro celebrated for 
their capacity to make money, by which 
they have eutned the name of ¢ the dows 
of Ohina,’ being found all over the Empire,. 
especially in charge of such busivess as 
banks, und pawnshops: Much nf the 
enormons wealbd which they thus accumu, 
late is lavished in buildipg-and majutain. 
ing howes in the villages where these 
men of trade were born, for it isa saying 
of ove of the famous characters of antiquity, 
that he who hus obtained rank of richer 
away from home, and who faila to return to 
hin native village tu display it, is likea man 
who wears 4 suit of fina clothes in the dash,

Tho Chinese aro sory: averse to living 
isolated eituntions, one, family “or two by 
thomsslves, though it is by no means roe, 
fs is often suppoacd, Laat thece are no such 
seattared Gwollinga to bo found, But they 
aro cortainly rate, and yenerally to bo met 
in mountainous regions, whero the rotired: 
situation, and especially the povarty of the 
fdoplo, is their best defence. In China it is 
necersary to tale nocount. of tho. fact that 
vobollions and lawless uprisings of a moro 
temporary nature, are always o possibility 
in any givon rogion, and at such times the 
movements of Government troop aro tov 
alow and too fecble to he thedependence of 
a densa population, . whieh ia linble to be 
“ an uprising which ducs 
not last a month, and perhaps not 9 week, 
Thoro ia o region of conntry in the province: 
of Kiangsu, where” for many yours the 
people made a business of organizing forays 
inte the adjacent province of . Shantuny. 
Thess excursions were originally prompted 
by the lawless spirit evoked by the oxcesses 
of the Tai p'ing rebellimn, and may have 
had lenders who bad learned their trade 
in that droadiul school. But neo bo- 
the buainoss was wo tempting 
‘to bo easily relinquished, and for soveral 
years, these destructive forays wore 
ropeated, with enormous loss of life 
to tho poor peasants. whose homes 
wore auddanly invaded for no assignable 
causs. During the long’ years in tho 
course of which the Imperial Govornment 
was slowly rousing itself to deal with’ this 
soricus ovil, the people of the invaded 
province had no othor reliof thon wag 
afforded by tho ‘construction of ‘cities of 
refuge .on the / tops of the nearest 
mountains, to which they could fly in casa 
ofslarm., Monyof these rade fortifications 
were boneiged, and aome of them were taker 
by storm, in which casothe‘occupants, men, 
womon and childron, were all massacred. 
Similar mountain rotroafs aro to be mot in 
Shonsi, and probably in other provinoos as 
well, for in China it is generally anfe to 
agsume that like causes produce like effects. 
On the great plain of China north of the 
Yang Tze river, in the greater part of 
which mountain retreats nro out. of the 
question, a cortain amount of security from 
attack ia obtained by the conatruztion of 
carth walls, from Bfteen.to twenty or more 
feot in height, resembling those with which 
cities aro furnished.. Theso ramparta owe 
their origin to the troubled times of the 
great rebellion, but sinceithen many’ of; 
them have been allowed to go to docay, 
But whenever a year of bad harvests 
oceura and bands of plunderera roam about, 
the valuo of these defences is made 
obvious. Slight as is their value againat 
an orcanized well-directed attack, ‘ex- 
perience showa that thoy aro often 
sufficient to accomplish tho objeot in- 
tended, by divorting tho stream of 
invaders to'other villages where they meet 
with nv resistance. The least rumour of an 
uprising in any quarter is often suflicient 
to stimulate the villagers to levy a tax upon 
the Iand,-in-order_to_repairtheit_earthen 
ramparts, in which, not without good reason, 
they place much more dependencethanin the 
enutious and dilatory moremonts of the local 
authorities, who are generally in no con- 
dition to cope with an organized and resalate 
force, especially with those rabels who have 
areal grievance. Villages ‘which chance to 
be situated along:a line of mttch travel, or 
in the neighbourhood of auch a routo, not 
infrequently suffer from thst fact. Small 
parties travelling.on,an Iniperial bighway, 
sometimes make. detours into villagea with- 
jn a mile or two of the main-rond, at times 
when they-know: that the men will be at 
work: in the ‘fields, afid- only old men, 
women or children will be at home, 
to look afterthe premises, Aftor collecting 
whatever they may. succeed in extorting 
fromthe helpless. aud terrified inhabitants, 
it ia caey for these maranders to disperse, 
being at once lost in the inceasant stream 
of travel along the highway. 

- While there are sdme villages which have 
but a trifling population, perhaps but two 
or three families, it must Ge borno in mind 
that the term also applies to collections of 
ton thousand or more familics. Thero is o 
close analogy between villages and indivi- 
duals, and a emall and weak village ia con- 
stantly liable to be imposed pou and brow- 
beaten by a large and powerfal village. Vil- 
ges in which all the families are of one 
surname and have s common origin, are more 
likely to play the tyrant in this way, 
than thoss in which there are many 
diffuront familios, Whatover ita sizo or its 
situation, there is nothing which presents a 
more perfect epitome of human nature than 
a Chinese village. 


SUPREME COURT. 
IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION, 


(Before Mr A, J. Leach, Acting Puisne 
Fudye.) 
Tharsday, Sept. 13. 


TSANG ON 0 CHU VAN ; INTEBPLEADER— 
LAIMANT, CHAU KI SHUN, ” 

Mr Francis, Q C., instructed by Mr Web- 
bor, appeared for the claimant; and the 
Attorney Goneral, inatructed by Mr 
Dennys, for tho plaintiff. 

Mr Francis said the claimant cluimed 
property which had been seized under a 
writ of attachment in tho suit of Teang On 
v Chu Fan, The property in question con- 
aleted of o largo junk nearly comploted and 
a quantity of timber, Chu Fan, the de- 
fendant, ontered into a contract in May 
fost to build for the claimant 4 junk 
for $1,493, the defendant being the 
master of a beat-building yard in Shauki- 
won, In July last Chu Fan finding himself 
getting into ‘difficulties, and having got 
very considerable advances from the claita- 
ent, mada an arrangement to hand over to 
the claimant the junk as it stood and that 
he would thus be released from the contract. 
Payments on account lad been made by 
the claimant between May and July to the 
extent of 8750, and he claimed the'jank and 
timber which had been seized’ on the 
Bround that bofore the service or before 
the issue of the writ of interim attuch- 
ment, the defendant jn tho case had, 
as he ynight lawfully and properly . do, 
handed over: the. junk (and timber 
into the actual pusseasion of the daimant 
and had parted with the property in it for 
4 consideration, namely the moneys he had 
already received, and his release from his 
obligations uader the existing contract. 
Tn pojnt of law, the learned Counsel 
submitted that there was na. doubt 
whatever that the dofendant was, os 
matters stuod, perfectly entitled to do what 
hedid. In the second place he claimed 
that at all times during the progress of tho 
building of the junk she was the clsimant’s 
property, having become his property from 
time te time as the. different instalments of 
the purchase money were paid. a 

The following eyidenge weg heard: 

Ohau Ki Shun—J am the glaimant in thi 
suit. Tam engaged ia fishing-boat buni- 
ness, q had a contract with Chu Fan af 
the Tei Loong boat, building yard, Shanki. 
wan for a fishing junk. ‘The document 
produced ia the written agrsement with 
hin. Tt wag-made on 2ft May last and 
tha price was $1,490, Ho did build a junk 
for ma, end I.was there every day over- 


seeing the work. I paid him on necountj.cle 


$1370, which was entered in » book as each 
instalment was paid. The book shown to 
me is the one I refar to, . 

e Attorney Ganeral objected to this 
book being put in as being ‘i 1 
inadralsaitle, siog dnragler. and

point and vxpreased the opinion that the 
roceipta ought to be stamped. 

Witness, continuing, said—Vhe paymenta 
were made according as the waturials wore 
bought. When tho Ti Loong waa, being 
sted by someone I was afraid thy boat would 
he agizad, and E asked him for it as well ns 
fur the materials that hud been bought with 
my monoy. Tho document produced was 
givon to nie by the Tai Loong. handing over 
tho boat and timber tome — [t was banded 
over to mo on the #3:d July. 1 got people 
to push tho vossel out and paid them. tor 
doing it. When FT got the buat inte the 
water I anchored it alongside of my own 
family boat. My «wn fokis stopped in 
the boat that night. IT am not going 
to give that boat back te Cha Fan; Tam 
keoping it for mysolf. It. is still along: 
side of my family bout and my fokis aro 
attending ta it. The timber which had 
been boaght with my money #aa piven to 
ons well as the buat. . 

By tho Attornoy Goneral—There are over 
a thousand pieces of timber. I was going 
to give the boat over to peopla who would 
make it fit for use. Tho upper part of the 
vessel wae not completed. Tho Tat Loong 
had too fow work-puople .and owed people 
money and they conld not de it quickly 
enough for ma, Ind made up my mind 
on the 2ist to take it away as thoy wora not 
gotting on quick enough for me. Tt was 
agreed that the -boat should. ho finished by 
tho boginning of Augustyand it was a long 
way off boing finished.  Thero wore to bo 
two masts, and the xenson why fiftoon wers 
taken waa that they might .bo sawn up to 
make tho bulwarks. Tho timber had baen 
bought with my money, Ishould say the 
valuo of the timber handed over would ba 
ahout $300, or $400; the jenk was not 
quite finished. Tho otiginal contract for 
building the ship waa drawn up by a drag- 
gist in Shaukiwan. Tho junk was taken 
off during the night. It wos fitting time 
todo it. Ihave taken a junk off in tho 
night before, I consulted a lawyer about 
tho matter. I told him about the timber. 

By the Court—My folks are still in 
possession of the junk. 

Frederick Howell, bailiff of the Court, 
said—-I executed the writ of interim attach- 
ment against thie junk, She was then 
lying in the. harbour at Shaukiwan. Sho 
was not in the defendant'a yard. The 
timber I seized was afloat and mado fast to 
the junk, I muored. tlie boat closo to the 
Police Station. which is also near the plain- 
tiffs place. I took posacésion of 409 planks 
not planed or cut'up; 25 long and 8 short 
spirs ; three gangway planks, and §5 pieces 
of camphor wood cut for use. Tho boat is 
not decked; she is simply au open shell. 
There are the usual Chincae bulkheads 
and planks lnid across from ono bulkhead to 
the other, 

Chu Fan—I am the master of the Tai 
Loong. My foki contracted to build o 
vessel for Chau Ki Shun for $1,490. Wo 
had only half completed the junk when 
Teany On,aved mo and I gave the boat 
over to Chau KiShun. “Ho took it away. 
We also gave him tho material which 
had not been completed and which 
had boon bought wih Chau Ki Shun’s 
money, He gave me $1,300 odd, which he 
paid in instalments at different times. 
|. By the Attornoy General—I owed some 
money to Tsang On for tinber, about $100 
altogether. Ho pressed mo for payment 
and then took proceedings in Court againat 
me. I could not finish the junk oa 
peaple were suing mo. and I gave it to Oban 
Ki Shon. I -was-afraid my ahos would 
be seized and then tha boat would not be 
completed, Chau Ki Shun had mentioned 
to me about handing aver the vessel to him 
but he did not press me about it. 

This concluded the evidence for. the 
claimant. 2 Ey 

The Attorney General said he proposed 
to call his client and also another witness 


from the plaintiff, aud he claimed it as pro- 
perty which had been traueferrer in a ‘bone 
fide way. mo,

POLITICS IN CHINA. 
AN EPISODE IN GENERAL GOLDON'S HISTORY, 
A. correspondent. writes to the A.C. 
Daily News as follows :—Ono fact of over- 
wholming importance i 


often asked the defendant for money. Tha 
Inst time was in the afternoon of 22nd July. 
At that time he told me he had altogether 
recoived $400 from tho claimant ‘in reapect 
of the junk. 


Pun Yat Toong, cloth-lealer, Shau-ki- 
wan, said—I saw the defendgnt, Chu Fan, 
on tho'22nd July. The plainti was with 
him. Qne of them, J don’t know which, 
called me. Chu Fan said ‘I wish to give 
five-tenths of S760 to Tsang On and have 
it settled.’ Teang On saidhe was unwilling 
and afterwards said he would aue Chu Fan. 
Chu Fan said ‘Tf. you sue me you wan't 
get a cash; [will move the things off.’ That 
night the junk and a lot of timber were re-

Thia concluded the evidence. 


The Attorney General, summing up,

Many mattera have happened im recent 
times, ond same are now in progress which 
throw light on this subject, but I willoun- 
tent myself to-day by telling a chapter of a 
atery ng it was-told tu me of 4 striking 
gpisudy ia modern Chinese history. 

To tho early part of the year 1880 China 
was on the briok of a war with Russia 
about Kuldju. Tho Chinese Government 
was in a yreut state of. agitation and 
olorm:; Just then, General. Gordon 
who had arrived in Bombay, ag Military

“As to whether it had 
begn dono forthe purposo of benefitting 
one creditor at the expanse of another, thera 
could be very little doubt that the immedi, 
ate object. was to prefer one pay a another 
and to prevent the timber merchant from 
getting pugseezion of the property ig 
satisfaction. of his own debt. Bur the 
quegiion wes—waa the transfor done in 5 
Yona fide and houest way! He. pnb it] 
that it was so done nad for® valuable con. 
sideration, and th: the claim which the 
saant had against the boatbuilder {pr 
the money he hed admittedly paid consti. 
tuted -a aufficiently valuable consideration 
to make the tranfer yood in point of law, 
So far as tho timber was comerned, it waa 
stated that it had been purchased with the 
Caimant'smoney and thatit warnot obtained 
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Secretary to. Lord Ripoh, the now 
Governar-General of India, threw up 
hie post in a tit of disgust, but without auy 
ides us to what be should donext.. While 
inaatate of uncertainty, he received: an 
invitation from Sir Robert Hart on behalf 
of the Chiness Government to visit Peking. 
Almost immediately afterwards he recived 
an invitation by telegraph from the Viceroy 
of Obibli, Li Hung-chang, to pay him 4 
vieié_at “Tientain. “He replied socepting 
bothiuvitatiunsind atarted ut once for China, 
Some daya aftor his orrival ot Shanghai! 
ho proceeded northwards, and at Chefoe 
received 9 latter from Bir Robert Hart 
cancelling the previous invitation, urging 
him in strongest language to yetrace his 
steps at ance, stating that his presenco’

of danguy, and ombarrassmeat to tho 
Chinese Governmont, and adding that if 
he should deterusine to proceed in spite of 
what was said, thot. he shoold coms on 
immediately to Peking, aad on navaceneut 
either visit a7 see Lit Bung-chang ot Pientsin. 
Thig wes emphasized in the atrovgest 
manner, General Gordou was utterly ag. 
tounded at- thia letter. He went phore 
inimediately, {bub on thinking the” mutter 
over he very Soon doterinized to carry out 
his original intention, aud he went back on 
board. snd proceeded ta Nentsin, where 
ka ab once placed bimaclf in communica. 
tion with. tho Viceroy, whom he: saw 
froquently, He received no further com- 
ronnication fromm Sir Robert Bart, but bo 
proceeded to. Peking. He received com. 
munications fram Sir Thomas Wade, then 
British Minister at Peking, couched in 
terma of atrong ‘hostility; He had two 
interviews with {he Tsung-li Yamin, and

also gathored in other ways o groat deal of 
information on political and‘ military 
ailiirs, Ho did not’ sea Sir Robert Hart 
at all during his stay in Peking, but ex- 
pressed ‘to mo afterwards, his certain 
-couvietion that during cach of his 
with the ‘Taungli Yamdu, 
was- in an adjoin- 
ing room, The General returned to Tien- 
tein, and there was in daily commanication 
with the Vicoroy for some little.tine. Be 
suddonly decided to leave, wont and suid 
good bya to ta Viewruy und returned to 
Shanghai, Bora he spent u great doal of 
lis timo in my house, 1 frequently found 
him sitting in my verandah on roturno- 
ing home from office, and he gonerally 
stayed to dinner, aod remained till. one or 
two o'clock in tho morning talking frealy, 
and chiefly on subjects. connected with 
China nearly the wholv time.” He oven- 
tually took his passage by a B&O. 
atpumer, and only a day before he 
afuctdd, an official deopatch waa published 
‘in your calumna: by the British Consul, 
by ‘order of Sic Thomas Wade, warning 
Britiah subjects of the penal consequences 
of taking service, citer against, or under 
the Goyernmont of China in cortain circum- 
stances, This had already been tho subject 
of the communications betwoon Sir T. 
Wade und General Gordon, wien the latter 
was in tho North of China, and hy naturally 
regarded this official notice as an. unneces- 
sary ond cruel insult to hin. 

In tho foregoing sketch of Genoral Gor- 
 don's visit to China, I have given tho main 
facts as briefly as possible, omitting.many 
of tho minor incidents, nnd other matters, 
such as the eauso which induced him so 
suddenly to Ieave Tientsin for Shanghai, 
which in iteelf formed a very intercating, 
and striking story. Tho facts wure atated 
to me by General Gordon himsolf poveral 
times in the course of diffuront conversa. 
tiona. . < 

General Gordon gave ma’ the results of 
his observations when in the North, from ao 
military point of view, and graphic descrip- 
tiuns of his conversations with the ‘Tsung-li 
Yamén and with the Viceroy at Ticntsin, 
and of what he expected, would occur if war 
between Russia and China actually broko 
out. The lutter has a strong bearing upon 
the dynastic question, but as my presout 
letter ia already av long, Fmust reserve the 
aceond chapter of the story for a future 
vecasion.,

CHINESE IN NEW SOUTH WATES. 

In tho House of Commons, Sir G. Camp-

refuaiag to allow the Chineso to dund’; 
whether the Bill ao ‘proposed was passed 
aud contained an indemnity for the illegal 
acts committed by the New South Walesa 
Government; whether the Act sv passed had 
been assented to by tha Goverior, acting 
for Hor Majesty, not being reserved for 
Her Majesty’s pleasure ; and whether tho 
Scoretary of State satiatiod himself that the 
refusal to allow the Chinese to land .in New 
South Wales and tho provisions of the Bill 
aro in accordance with Her Majesty's trea- 
ties with the Emperor of China, and with 
our amicable relations with that Power, 
before ho allowed the Governor to give the 
Queen’s assent ta the Act. - 

Bir J. Gorst: The Seerctary of Stute 
hug no reaaun to doubt the authenticity of 
tho pamphlet referred to by the hon. mom- 
ber, and he has seen the two statements 
guoted, which are explained in the preface, 
fhe Bill hos passed, and is understood ta 
contain a-clause preserving to any person 
who foels aggrieved tho right vf redresa for 
Jossea in courta of Jaw, bat idemuifying the 
mombers of the Ministry personally.
